Abundance of Names have been givén us of 
Perfons, and a Crowd of Circumftances to 
be Complainers, and complain’d of, and I 
affure you, I build my Difcourfe upon none 
of them.

Of Deftruftion to our Peace, , 
with what Pleafure they promife themfeivés 
the cettaili Confafion ofthe prefent Govert-. 
ment, and the Reftoration of their ows ab-- 
dicated Party, 

. I make no queftion, they-hapd about ite. 
numerable Forgeries, and (uggeft Breaches, . 
which I truft hall never happen, dnf thac. 
Method copyinces us of two ebiogs, sng 
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they ‘are bufie procuring what they before- 
hand report asdone. And 2. That tisone 
of the moft effential Points of their prefent 
Hope, and both are good Arguments to 
move us todifappointthem: But togéther 
with the Addition of their illegitimate Re- 
ports, they mingle great Probabilities, and 
encreafe them every Hour to the faddening 
the Hearts of all thofe who areFriends to the 
Government, and .who hope or pray for 
Britain’s united Profperity. 

Thefe are they who pleafe themfelves 
with the Hopes of the fhort Coatinuance of 
the preffht Parliament, and are very free 
to expound ithe d2th Article of the Union, 
and boaft'what Advantages they will make 
ofa new -Blettion; that they will get ano- 
ther Set of Men in Play, that fhall over- 
turn all thefe Schemes, and unravel the 
Union; that thall reftore us to our feparate 
State, and finith our Happinefs by running 
us upon: unavoidable Precipices and Con- 
fufions, 

Now, Gentlemen, if any have mifcon- 
fttued me in my Difcourfes on thefe Mat- 
ters, tho’ I donot yet know that they 
have, this is the genuine Sence of my De- 
fign, this the Rife-and Foundation of my 
Argument, and on this Foot f defire to be 
underfood 5 -and as this juftifies my apply- 
ing my felf fo publickly to the Lovers of 
their Country for Peace, and to avoid form- 
ifig now Parties 5 fo ic makes me repeat it, 
$f you would not gratifie the wicked Expe- 
@ations of this abominable Party ; O Whigs, 
Wbigs, divide not, divide not your Friends, 
your Intercfi,your Party; if you do, you are 
undone, your Enemies willtriumph, outof 
your Ruin they will eftablith theirKingdom, 
and mock you in the Folly of your Deftru- 
ion. 

T am now coming to tel] you of another 
Delign-of this wretched Party, and they 
‘promife themfelves great Succefs in this 
alfo—And that is, thatthey fhaf lead the 
prefent Body of the Nation into making 
hifraétions into the Treaty of Union. 

T cannot but oblerve in this Cale, thefe 
Gendemen moft exaétly mimick their great 
Founder and Head of their Party, THE 
DEVIL. Viz. Firft to tempt, and then ac- 
cafe 5 and-as I could defcend to Particulars 
very fatisfaétory, I vec forbear, only give 
the “Hint from the laft Affair of Wine and 


Brandy, which was before the Honfe laft 
Year: How were we divided upon that

Had the firft Bill pafs’d to except the 
Scots Properties, and leave the reft to the 
Law, they had then been Complainers for 
the Strangers ; when that Bill was rejeéted, 
they cry out of leaving open the Door 
toall to take Advantages, and make Scots 
land the Vehicle of Trate,open 3 when the 
Cuftom-Houfe Officers come to ftop the 
Goods, firftthey applaud it as a neceflary 
Duty, and when they have encourag’d the 
Thing, then cry out of invading the Treaty. 
Thus they firft pufh-on every various con- 
traditting Step, and then complain alfo, 
let them go which Way they plcafe, 

Are notthefe, Geatlemen, {yfticient Rea- 
fons, why any Man, that is in the leaft 
faithful to his Country, and can in the leaft 
judge of its true Intereft, fhould be ex- 
ceedingly concern’d to ftiryou all up to 
prevent the Falling to pieces of our Friends, 
and the dividing that Intereft, which is 
alone the Security of Britain,and which has 
nothing for its own Security, but the united 
Afiiftance of its own Membcrs, and a una- 
nimous Concurrence in the fame Meafures 
for the Eftablifhing, as it were, the Means 
of obtaining it, I mean, Union among them- 
felves. 

As I faid before, I do not know, that 
any Body can mif-underftand my Defign in 
this Exhortation, nor Ao I fe¢ Room for it ¢ 
but the World is fo very forward in Mif- 
conftruétions, efpecially of me, that I 
thought this Expofitionneceffary, and hope 
it may be inftruttive too, in opening our 
Eyes to fee, what ic is our Exemies with, 
hope for, promife co theinfelves, ‘and res 
joyce in. 

Oh how glad are they, if any thing of- 
fers that feems but fo clafh with the Union! 
how fond of faying it is invaded ia this or 
that Step, whether it be fo or no, and at 
laft of fuggefling co us that it fhail be in- 
vaded, and this chey would infer Sy the ne- 
ceflary Confequence of chirgs ! 
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How carefully then fhould all honef 
Men unite in the facred inviolable Regard 
to this folemn Engagemeat, that the Union, 
which will in feveral Parts come now before 
the Houfe, may receive not a greater San- 
&ion.for that it needs nor, nor can.it receive 
it from any Authority now under Heavens 
but all poffible Addition to its Efficacy, ail 
pofible Affittance to its executive Opera- 
tion, that if may receive all poffible Re- 
cognition, anda National Obedience to its 
exalted Authority, 

This will (catter Mifts, refolve Doubts, 
difcourage Enemies, dafh their Hopes, fup- 
plant their Projeétsy and make all their

Schemes for ty DeRrudton tnipotert aad 
abortive. 

Icannot think, any one will fay this fs a 
needlef§ Subje€& to talk of, antl had rather 
bear the Cenlure of what fome count ime 
pertinent, than omit what J think Is every 
Man’s Duty, that writesat all, upon every 
Occalion to remind you of imaking Peace 
with ove another ; nor can think of en 
forcing it witha ftronger Argument than 
this, viz. The Pleafure the Enemies of our 
Happinefs take in the Hopes and Prolj&s, 
which they think they have Canfe for from 
our Diffentions.

Have receiv’d feveral Hints fram Per-

Letters on that Subje€&t, becaule fome 
thiogs in.them are not very fit for common 
‘View. , 

It is hard to treat of a naufeous Subjef, 
without fonte loathfom Expreffions, but I 
fhall take Care not to offendthe Ears ofthe 
chafteft Reader, and any one fhall be able 
to read me without Blufhes, tho’ I think, 
we ought all.to bluth for the abominable En- 
creafe of Vice in this Age——-Which cere 
tainly owes this Extreme to the Negligence 
of the Magiftracy, in fuppreffing it in Be- 
gianings lefs odious. 

What fhall [ fay to this ushappy Arti- 
cle, that two new Pieces of Crime are begun 
ameng.us, which I hope I may fay, is new ia 
England as tePraice,and which I hope, hall 
meet witha vigorous and exemplary Profe- 
cution; Incendariesand Sodomites. 

To rob a Houle is a Crit fufficient in 
its (elf, and our Laws with. Reafon enough 
make it as Criminal as Murther, becaufe 
the Terror it puts Iohabitants to, in its 
Manner is a Kind of Murther ; but to rob 
a Man’s Houfe, and then fet it on Fire, has 


forsething in it fo barbarous, fo inhuman, 
fo particularly villainous, that ‘i¢ ‘wants a 
large Defcription 3 and this too in a popu- 
lous City, has -a Claufe added to‘it\of un- 
common Wickednels, that makes a Mana 
common Deftroyer, and noSeverity cana be 
‘blamed in a Cale fo horrid—I {peak the free- 
lier of this, becaufe the miferable aban- 
don’d Wretch, who has given us an Inftance 
of it-in robbing One Mr. Perfode’s Honfe 
in St. Fames’s-fireet, and then fetting it ou 
Fire, has fuffer’d the Law: And tho’ the 
Crime is flagrant, I was unwilling to fpeak’ 
my Mind before, becaufe I would not feem 
to prompt Juftice, or advance the Sorrows 
of the Miferable, let their Crime be what 
it will. 

I come next to our modern Sodomites, 
and here I cannot but wifh, that we could 
imitate the Dutch in one thng, whoin 
fuch Cafes make both the Trials and Pu- 
nifhments of (uch Sort of Criminals, to be 
done with all the Privacy poffible, that may 
confift with Juftices and as the Reafons 
they have for it are very good, fo the Rea- 
fons, why I with ic fo here, are as 570d, and 
much the fame. 

Firft, The open Trials of fuch Cafes are 
accompany’d with fo many publitk Indecen~ 
cies, fuch immodeft and obfcene Exprefhi- 
ons, asare both offenfive to the Bars of the 
Virtuous, and ferve but to excite and gra- 
tifie the corrupted Appetites of the ee 
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I referr this to the Memories of the 
whole Town, when a Paper was printed 
after:the Trial of Captain Rigby for the 
fame Crime, in which was fuch a Rapfody 
of filthy and naufeons Language, as was 
really unfufferable, offenfive, and ovght 
not to have been fuffer’d to fee the Light 
jn a well govern’d and givilized Nation— 
And what was theEnd of {uch a Publication ? 
E know not what might be the Defign, but 
Iknow, the Confequencés were twofold. 

_ 4. Good Men abominated it equally with 
the Faét, blufhed for our Magiftracy that 
fuffer’d it, and loathed the Sight of ir.-' 

a. The vicious, debauch’d Youth made 
Sportat it, and glutted their vile Inclina- 
tions with a double Plealure 5 ft. That of 
Treading it, and 2dly. teeing it — A publick 
thing, as if that juftify’d the debauching 
their Tongues with the beaftly Dialett.” 

And what can be the End of fuch Pub- 
fications now, but to anfwer the fame abo- 
minable Defign, in whichI hope, our Ma- 
giftrates will not be paffive, as it was then?

I believe, every good Man loaths and pities 
them at the fame time; andas they are Mo- 
numents of what human Nature abandoned 
of Divine Grace may be left ro do— So in 
theif Crime they ought to be ~abhorr’d--of 
their Neighhougs, fpued out of “Society,
